Rudolf PannwJtz was born in Crossen on 
the .Dder In May 8Ui.

Fle recafnlsed then 
as his ain “lo become artist ancl scientist 
in thelr mosl assenllal unity." Only then, 
he argued, can “man as an entire person 
functlon in the hest interplay of hîs enêér- 
glos.” 

Sud staleinents can be regarded as 
keys 1o the life and acllvittss of his nıan. 
Huügo von Hofınannslhal wrole of Pann- 
wliz in û letler ta Rudol( Borchardt in 
1918, “I was overwhelmed by the pre’ 
sence o! a great mind.” 

Admittedly, Pahiwitz's early resolutlon 
to think and feel as an "entire" person 
seems lo have been more tha admission 
and alm of a renaissance man thar the 
commitmênt of a man ol our sceptfcal, 
relativist and nibifist century.

Deutsch returned lo Germany soon after 
the war, He appeared in an early British 
post-war film, The Third Man, He won 
the actor's award in Pabst's De} Prozess 
in Venice, al the first post-war biennale, 

No one will forget the moment when 
ho appcarecl again on a Berlin stage. The 
play was Dantons Tod. Deutsch played 
Rohesplerre, his [rlend, Waltor Franck, 
Danton. The cntire audience seemcd to 
cmbrace hilm when he appeared. A men- 
orable ınoment! 

Ile played Oedipus in Hofmannslbul’s 
play. lis perfurmance in Odoels’ Country 
Girl wus so penetralingly truce as to he 
unique.

Throughout liis life —~ he moved from 
Prague to Germany before the First World 
War — he retalnced the freslıness and 
vilallty of youth. ta was born of lhat 
marvellous spring of {alent and genius 
thal [lowcd In Lhoso years. 

Deutsch knew Kafka. Woerfel was hiş 
friend, hls close comrade at sdool, his 
neighbour cluring the years of emigration 
in America, Willy Ilaas, Max Brad, Oskar 
Kakosdıka were his friends from {he be- 
ginning. 

Ernst Doulsh secmed born for friand- 
slip and companlonship among men. With 
the stamp of originality on his forehead 
lhe was a favourite among women. 

He often said that his star as an aclor 
was born directly under {hc slars luok- 
ing down on liradéany castle.

Ha remembers the day when a storm 
flung an iron-hard piece ol ash at his feet.

Where the 
madlerial comes from — doors, bad frames, 
pianos, barns — is not very fmportant. In 
this respect, Grleshaber 1s Insatiable, 


It seems lo be a law that any arlist who 
wants 1o create in his own right must paas 
through sll the phases and forms whi 
others have created before him. Grles« 
haber has enormous respect for Gothic 
wood-engraving, and also for printers. At 
the beginning of the exhibillon he ex- 
presses his reverence for Gutenberg. 


Gırleshaber favours stark outlines wilh-

contained, never overlaps, It is no stalin 
on Grieshaber's repulation to say he Is not 
an impressionist, He is essentially a co- 
lour artist, indeed, recelling his Ulmer 
Hir he may bo said io be.a colourful 
artist.

Skyrocketing interest in Slavonic studies 
catches planners on the hop 


Ihe lolal number of pupils learning Riis- 
sian is sllll a long way behind ile numbor 
who learn English as a flrst forelgn lan- 
guago and French or Latln as second or 
third languages, 

At present it is difficult lo say how 
much this trend towards Rıusslan lessons 
at sdhool will develop. But it is cerlain 
lhat the attraction of learuing Russlan 
wuuld increase if elementary Russian was 
actepled as an enlry qualificallou for arts 
favcullies. 

The reslslance against Russian which 
teuchers encounter from schoul authori= 
tirs, colleagues and parents sltould nol be 
underestimated. Apart from subjective, 
usually uıufoundled prejudices the main 
arglimenis agulnst Russian as a school 
sıubjoct are: In cowparlson with lhe 
conıpetling languages of French and 
English Russian is disproporlionately Jif- 
ficult and Its usefulness is nore rosticlerd 
aş, ajpuırl from û few liınited opportunities, 
It can only be “used” in the leading piu- 
fassiun. 

It would be wrong and İt would mul «(la 
the subject pony good if lhesu special 
problems as regards Russian were donim. 
On the other hand, l1 would ba apually 
wrong to declare thal lhese problems ute 
Insolubte andl resign oneself lo th Thu 
opposile ls prover by lhe luc! Ibut totluy 
lhere are a large number ul exeellenl Rus- 
sla teachers who will Ihe help ofl moor ıı 
leathiny molhods eflectively learl pupils 
Russian granınar al phonetics. 

But at this polnt It must be siresnint that 
tis devanlopmell is due nare tu the jet- 
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have been allached lo Slavonic studies iıı 
sume Federal atales, 

Up to 1959 Slavonic studies were only 
dcceptetl as a mûin examination subject 
for prosJıcctiva teachers in Lower Saxony, 
But Il ia now acceptecl as a main subject 
.in all Federal stales excepi Bavaria where 
it is still regarded as a subsidiary subject, 

Tho term Slavonic studies when refer- 
ring to university linals should really read 
Slavonlc and Russian stuclies because 
Russian is lhe main eınphasls of lhe course 
as regards langunge, hislorlcal and com= 
parallve grammar and lilernlure, wlıerens 
general Slavonic studlles involve all the 
Slavonic languugos. 

The vasl majority of shovlthildren stil! 
Iracn Russian In slıudly groups, lhalt Is to 
sy vulunlarily. Those who allend courses 
include a large number of pupils speuialls- 
ing in sctence who for purely preqmatic 
reasons want to learn Russian. 

They want to be able lo read ihe In 
porlant scientific reports on Soviet re» 
search methods anl results in {he origitıal, 
rather than wailing for years untill tey 
ale perhaps translaled inl English by 
which time they may be utıt of Jale aııy- 
WilY.,
